1. On July 1, 2007, a telephone message was left for Mr. Phillip J. Articola (Registration 
Number 38,819) for informing claims restriction into six groups and requesting election 
from Applicant. Concerning a response from Applicant might take time; this Action is 
conveyed for formally presenting restriction requirement. 

2. Restriction to one of the following six inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-4 and 21-22, drawn to manipulation of data structure, are classified in class 
707, subclass 101. 

II. Claims 5-8, drawn to file or database archive or backup, are classified in class 707, 
subclass 204. 

III. Claims 9-12, drawn to query formulation or query input preparation, are classified in 
class 707, subclass 4. 

IV. Claims 13-14, drawn to computer-to-computer connection, are classified in class 
709, subclass 227. 

V. Claims 15-18, drawn to multimedia or distributed application of database or data 
structure, are classified in class 707, subclass 104.1. 

VI. Claims 19-20, drawn to remote or distributed accessing of database or data 
structure, are classified in class 707, subclass 10. 
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3. The inventions I, II, III, IV, V and VI are related as sub-combinations disclosed as 
usable together in a single combination. The sub-combinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. 

In the instant case, invention I is related to converting of content from one format to 
another after the content is collected, a data structure manipulation. 

Invention II is mainly related to collect content by using different protocols. Note 
content collection is a database or data file archive or backup operation. 

As for invention III, the claims focus on an inquiry receiving and an inquiry processing 
which are query formulation or query input preparation for accessing database or file. 

The key element of invention IV is a communication unit performing communications 
between a first device and a second device(s). Note the devices are capable for 
processing and performing communications between the devices is an operation of 
computer-to-computer session connection for multiple computer data transferring. 

Concerning invention V, the invention involves a complex method for performing 
steps of receiving inquiry for content, acquiring and converting the content, storing and 
retrieving the converted, and acquiring the converted and transmitting the acquired. The 
invention is a database or data structure application of distributed content on network. 

Finally, invention VI specifically receives network content from a first device and a 
second device(s) not accessible from the first via communication medium. This is a 
method for remote or distributed accessing of database or file. 

Because these inventions are distinct and related to different art sub-classifications, 
restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. Also please be advised this
